Four . fusion campaign workers were 
arrested this morning, but were soon 
released on writs of habeas corpus, 
issued by Superior Judge Lawlor. 


They were Samuel ' Hertz, Shirley 


Hirtz, Michael Brady and John Taylor. 
No direct, charge against them was 
made, their names being entered on the 
"detinue book" and not on the regular 
prison' register. 


When they were released they .were 


charged with vagrancy.- by the Chief 
of Police and were again/ freed on de- 
positing $25 bail. 


The Judge Instructed the clerk to tell 


the Chief to hereafter see that com- 
plaints were sworn immediately after 
arrests were made. Extreme activity 
is being shown by both the Partridge 
and; Schmitz managers, as well as by 
the Grand Jury, and probably the polls 
never before were so carefully ^watched. 


At 2 o'clock, it was estimated that a 


very large proportion of the registered 
vote had been cast. The Union Labor 
leaders have modified their claims and 
now predict that Schmitz may not se- 
cure over 4000 plurality, allowing 2500 
for the Socialist vote.

NEW YORK, November 7.—In spite of Mr. Jerome's belief 


that the alleged forged circular instructing voters how to split a 
ticket would have wrought him great harm, the Republican County, 
Committee seemingly took a different view of the case and this 
morning's instruction to Republican ballot inspectors contains thin - 
assurance : 


"A ballot marked in the circle under the Republican emblem 


and also in the circle under the Jerome emblem is not a void ballot. 
Every ballot marked in this 'way must'be counted for all the can- 
didates in the Republican column except Flammer." 


It was believed at first that these instructions were forgeries, 


since they are at variance with the interpretation'of the law that 
had been -commonly- accepted. The authenticity of the instruction* 
was' admitted by, the committee and'they were ^declared to be cor- 
rect. 


HEARST'S FUTURE. 


•'A development of interest this morning was the publication of 


a significant statement by Arthur Brisbane, one of Mr. Hearst'.s 
editorial writers, who declared that his employer was looking for 
greater things than the' Mayoralty of New York. Mr. Brisbane 
said: 


"Mr. Hearst is built for greater .things even than the Mayoralty, 


of this city and he is goin0' to get them. This country is hard up 
for rich, intelligent and powerful men." '

PRESIDENT 6BES TO HIS HOME TO VOTE 


OYSTER CAY, L I , November 7.—There were only a few 


persons at the railroad station when President Roosevelt arrived 
here to vote, as it was not generally known at what hour he would 
reach here 
After shaking hands with e\erybody, at the station the 


President was dri\ en in a carriage to the polling place in the Fifth 
District. Tins was over a Chinese laundry and a fish market. 
There was a good sized crowd and the President shook hands with 
every one 
He received ballot No. 61. on which he voted for As- 


semblyman, Count} Judge and School Director, and on six consti- 
tutional amendments. After returning to the street the President 
stopped and chatted with some neighbors and then drove to the 
town hall, where Secretary Loeb voted 
While waiting for Mr. 


Loeb. the President talked with some of the townspeople and a 
number of childien who gathered around the carnage 


\Yhen Mr Loeb returned the President drove to the railroad 


station, where quite a crowd had assembled 
The President greet- 


ed even body in a friendly fashion and after a stop of ten minutes 
boarded the special train, which pulled out of the station at 9 30 
o'clock. As it drew away from the station President Roosevelt 
stood on the rear platform and raised his hat in response to the 
cheers of his neighbors. 


President Roosevelt's townsmen gave him a cordial reception 


when he went to the polling place today and he stopped and chat- 
ted with them a moment 


"VOTE Will BE VERY HEAVY IN PHILADELPHIA 


PHILADELPHIA, 
November 7.—Bright, 
crisp 
weather 


marked election day in this city and the first hour indicated that the 
vote would be fully as heavy as that polled at any, Presidential elec- 
tion. 
Before the polls were opened lines of voters, numbering in 


some cases more than 100, stood waiting to vote. Never has such 
interest been displayed in a municipal election here and the managers 
of the city party, the reform body organized to defeat the Repub- 
lican organization, express the opinion that the heavy vote indi- 
cates a victory for the reform" movement. 


Major \\caver distributed his extra force of ncarlv 1,000 spe- 


cial policemen sworn in \esterday, in the wards where disorder was 
anticipated and in one ward, the Fifth, twenty-seven alleged repeat- 
ers were arrested during the first hour. 


In the Fourth Ward charges of illegal voting at one precinct 


resulted in a disturbance which the police were unable to subdue 
and a not call was sent in. All persons at the po'lls in this precinct, 
including election officers, were arrested, but all were discharged by 
the magistrate. 


In the Eighth Ward fifty men, accused of attempting to vote 


on bogus tax receipts, were taken into custody and during the dis- 
turbance consequent upon the arrest three polling places were tem- 
porarily closed. There were about forty arrests for alleged repeat- 
ing in the Fifth Ward. 


'! he polls do not close in this State until 7 o'clock. 
Samuel G. Maloney, harbor master and organizaiton leader of 


the Fifth Ward, was arrested today in his club on 
a 
warrant 


charging him with conspiracy to conduct an illegal election. The 
warrant was made out in the name of "John Doe," on the affidavit of 
Reginald Johnson of counsel for the city party. 


Maloney has been a storm center during the campaign, the city 


party charging him with various frauds against the 
ballot. He 


was released on $600 bail. 


At noon the citv party managers claimed a majority of 12,000 


in the wards west of the Schuvlkill mer. Chairman Edmonds also 
claims a substantial majority for the city party, in his own ward, 
the Twenty-ninth 
Up to noon more votes had been cast in a 


majority of the wards than had been cast during the entire day 
last election. The turbulent condition in the wards in the southern 
section of the city was reported to Judge Bregy, who, with Judge 
Beitlcr. sat to hear complaints. It was charged that in the Eighth 
Ward the election officers in three precincts were unable to perform 
their duties because of the interference of the police and that the 
polls were therefore closed. Judge Bregy said he was without 
Jurisdiction in these cases, but achised the election officers to con- 
tinue with the election. 


John P. Miller, who was appointed an inspector on petition of 


the city part}- in the Thirty-second precinct of the Twentieth Ward, 
complained to the court that the judge of election had refused to I 
swear him, but insisted upon swearing George Golden Meyer, ma- 
jority inspector, who had been disqualified by the court. The polls 
were closed until, acting on^Judge Bregy's advice, Miller returned 
to the precinct and was sworn in. 


Wilson H. Brown, city party, candidate for Sheriff, at noon to- 


day, after receiving reports from all over the city, predicted his own 
election by from 50.000 to 60,000 majority. He expressed surprise 
at the unusually heavy vote in the down-town wards, where the Re-j 
publican organization is strongest and accepted this as an rndica-j 
tion that the city party vote in those wards would be correspond-' 
.ngh large.

police commission, of which Mayor "Fargan is a member, adopted 
an order by which Chief Murphy was prevented for the day from 
suspending policemen on accusation of misconduct at the polls. In- 
stead, the commission assigned some members of the force to report 
any misconduct to the police. 


It had been reported that Chief Murphy, was 
electioneering 


against Mayor Fagan, who was opposed by some corporations. 


The Democratic candidate appealed to 
Sheriff 
Zeller, who 


swore in tv/o hundred deputies and sent them to watch the polls. 


Out of 212 election arrests made before noon today in New 


York and Brooklyn less than thirty prisoners were held by 
the 


magistrates for examination. Nearly all the charges were illegal 
registration. 
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votes cast, and by some this estimate is increased to 75,000. 


A conservative estimate fixes the number at about 73,000. 


VOTE' POLLED. 


There is every reason to believe that one of these figures will 


be reached, because reports received at Partridge headquarters show 
that in a large number of precincts fully one-half of the registered 
vote had been polled before 11 o'clock. , This shows conclusively 
that a large number of the voters cast their ballots before they went 
to work this morning, hosts of employers allowing their employes 
severaMiours' lay-off for this commendable purpose. 


AN EARLY GUESS. 


At this hour (noon), so Ear as one may judge from appearances, 


the election of Partridge seems to be foreshadowed. Of course, 
what may take place later to change this forecast cannot now be 
imagined. 


The indications which point to this result are the relative en- 


thusiasm and'activity which arc lo be found in the Partridge head- 
quarters and those of the Union Labor party at Market and Sixth 
streets, and of the Schmitz Central Club at the corner of Market and 
Stockton streets. 


AT HEADQUARTERS.

In the headquarters of the Fusion candidates everything is 


bustle and noise, but order prevails. The place is filled with men 
who are keeping in touch with the voting places by means of a 
dozen telephones, and a host of watchers, each of whom wears a 
white badge indicating his association with the cause, and all of 
whom arc ready at a moment's notice to rush to any precinct where 
men may be wanted to maintain the peace, detect illegal voting, 
and to do such other service of a legal character which ma}' be re- 
quired of them. 


There are at this writing 600 of these men engaged at the vari- 


ous polling booths and fully 100 more are ready to reinforce them. 


From time to time, over the 'phones, come reports of irregulari- 


ties of the Union Labor men at the polls, .as also policemen, in the 
effort to nullify the votes of the Fusionists. 


SCHMITZ MEN. 


At the headquarters of the Schmitz Central Club there were 


about half a dozen men and only one in charge of a 'phone. The 
latter said that he had nothing to communicate to THE TiKBUNE 
^a.\ e that Schmitz would be elected. He denied the charges that 
policemen or representatives of Schmitz had interfered with Fusion- 
ists at the polls. On the contrary, he asserted that the Fusionists 
were maliciously challenging Schmitz men when in line, and for no 
other purpose save to retard, and if possible, prevent their voting. 


LACK OF INTEREST. 


At the headquarters of the Union Labor party at Sixth and 


Market sticcts there was >a similar lack of interest and no excite- 
ment at all was observable. Only half a dozen people hung around 
and otic of th'ese sat at a desk in a corner, filled out blanks in a small 
book and then allowed an occasional caller to attach his signature 
to what had been written. The man at the desk followed this up by 
pulling a bunch of greenbacks from his pocket and giving several of 
the bills to the man who had affixed his signature to the document. 
The procedure was regular, however, as the money was for neces- 
sary expenses. 


THE FIGURES. 


At Fusion headquarters it was declared that Schmitz would 


not only be beaten, but that.he would be beaten badly. The figures 
there declared that Partridge would carry the Thirty-fourth, Thirty- 
fifth, Thirty-seventh, Thirty-eighth, Thirty-ninth, Fortieth, Forty- 
first, Forty-second and Forty-third Assembly districts and that his 
majority would run from 7000 to 12,000. 


Others more enthusiastic and hopeful expressed the belief that 


he would also carry the Thirty-sixth and Thirty-fourth Assembly 
districts, about which there lias been some doubt expressed. 


At the same headquarters Republican figurers admitted that 


Schmitz/would carry the Twenty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thirtieth, 
Thirty-first, Thirty-second, Thirty-third and Forty-fifth Assembly 
districts. 


AN EARLY COUNT.

"Section 34 of the City Charter pro- 
vides for the duties of the Treasurer and 
among other things says, "As soon as 
suitable vaults and. safes are provided, 
the 
treasurer shall keep 
therein 
all j 
moneys belonging to the city, etc."; and 
further on it states that "As soon as 
possible after the adoption of this Char- 
ter, the Council shall provide suitable 
vaults and safes for the use of the 
treasurer. 
"In endeavoring to comply with this 
provision the City Council some years 
ago arranged to rent boxes in the two safe 
deposit vaults of this city. Since that 
tittle all moneys have been Kept in either 
one or both of these boxes. In my judg- 
ment it Is a question whether or not 
thftfte safe deposit boxes are 'suitable 
vaults.' inasmuch as neither of them are 
large enough to hold all the moneys of 
the city at all times, besides they are 
located some distance from the treas- 
urer's office, which necessitates the car- 
rying of large sums of money at times 
through the streets to the office of the 
Treasurer In order to pay the demands 
drawn upon this-officer. 
"Former City Councils have refrained 
from erecting S'litable vaults 
In 
the 
Treasurer's office because 
the 
present 
City Hall building was regarded as only 
a temporary structure and It was not 
deemed wise to expend a large sum for 
the purpose until a substantial and safe 
building could be erected. But. however, 
tt seems to me that tlie views of the 
people have changed with reference to 
•the keeping of all public moneys, / either 
city. State or National locked 
up in 
vaults' and theerby withdrawing from cir- 
culation st times large sums of money. 
•which necesserirj- 
interferes 
with 
the 
transaction of business. ' 
"I am Informed that.at the last session 
of the Legislature of this State, a bill 
was passed providlne for the submission 
to the peonle of a .Constitutional Amend- 
ment which will . enable custodians of 
nubile funds to denostt them in banks. 
If It Is possible under our charter, and 
without -violating any of its -provisions, 
for usfi to deposit the city's .funds In the 


bankc, I would, for several reasons re- 
gard it as a public benefit. . 
"First, It will enable us to transact th.i» 
branch of the public service' in a mi>re 
business-like manner. 
"Second, 
I understand "that if thlt 
arrangement can be made, the banks will 
cash 
all 
warrants without discount, 
which will enable all of the city's1 credi- 
tors to collect the full amount of tbelr 
cla tms thereby putting the . city upon a 
cash baeis at all times oC the year, fo\d 
"Third. 
We will not be abstracting 
from tho channels of trade. a large sum 
of money to be locked up, thereby acting 
as a detriment in the transaction of 
business.

"If some such arrangement' is. mad». I 
flrmly bcdleve it to be our duty- to insist 
that "the city be Indemnified against loss 
in case of a bank failure, which can b* 
fione by the deposit with the Auditor of 
bonds, or first-class securities to an 
amount sufficient to protect 'the city at 
all times. 
"I therefore recommeno" that -your hon- 
ors ble bixjy authorize- your (Finance Com- 
mittee. or the chairman thereof, to meet 
nln consultation with the -City .Attorney. 
Treasurer and Mayor. In order to: ascer- 
tnln the feasibility of these-suggestlons. 
ana to report back to the-'Clty»- Ccucil.

digging for items 'on a paper published down where the Kaweah 
sweetly glides and the ululating coyote relieves the alkaline silence 
with a song set to the music of the spheres? But genius is like a 
barrel hoop—you can never tell where it is going to turn up. The 
gems of verse which appear semi-occasionally and 
sometimes 


oftener in the Visalia Delta prove that it does occur sporadically in 
the San Joaquin valley. But mark how he keeps up his mocking 
strain, in this sparkling goblet gathered in a gourd from the Pireian 
sprmc 


He is a winner with the girls. 


Somehow the tales he tells 


Makes e'en the dullest folks grow glad, 


And cultivates the belles.

Ah ladies of Visalia, we sympathize with you. 
We can under- 


stand how you all love him and hang on to the honey of his tongue 
like the bee on the flower, or words to that effect,Vbut we can assure 
you that the poet is not to blame. Glory is the only female that can 
rightly claim him. and he is Glory's altogether, likewise Fame's, like- 
wise Visalia's, Exeter's, Lindsays and Goshen's. Particularly, Gosh- 
cn's. 
Goshen is the only and proper home for a poet who sings such 


gay, debonair, lightsome catches. He would make life too merryp 
anywhere else. As a joymaker-hc has all the coyotes on the plains 
skinned and scalped as badly as Peter Gray in the old song, who had 
his topknot taken successively by forty bloody In-di-ins. Mark the 
versatility of the muse of him! He deftly turns from raillery at the 
gentler sex to philosophizing about marriage. Evidently he regards 
marriage is likely to be a failure. With most poets it is. Some 
poets can't afford it. Some women can't afford a poet. The sweet 
singer of the Delta belongs in the class with Byron and Shelley, and 
therefore jeers a trifle in this jewel of an epigram: 


But now so many marriages 


Of well-aged folks occur 


That unfledged bachelors are oft 


With wonderment astir.

No matter how the elections go today, the American 
peo- 


ple can sit down to their Thanksgiving dinners with a feeling that 
there art still many, blessings to be greateful for. We are in the 
midst of a prosperous era. Employment is easy to get and wages 
are good; all branches of trade are active and our manufacturing 
industries are flourishing. Things are not as bad as they might be 
—not by a lonp shot, and while there is reasonable hope for better- 
ment, they could easily be far worse. Think of Russia, for instance, 
or the famine-stricken in Spain and Ireland. The mob of hungry 
women begging the prime minister of England for relief from star- 
vation affords us here an idea of how much better we are situated 
ever here/so far as the necessaries of life are concerned, than the 
people of the older lands. Nor should the reminder of these suffer- 
ings abroad render us less oblivious tofsuch hardships and priva- 
tions as may occur in our midst. Although we, as a nation, are 
prosperous, there are those among us with whom fate and fortune 
have not dealt kindly. These should be kindly remembered by the 
more fortunate. In times of abundance none should suffer. Even 
those who are on the losing side in .politics this year can feel that 
there is still grace and consolation—and turkey—for all. "In a land 
smiling with plenty there is no call to feel that all is lost because 
the other fellows mustered strongest at the polls. In a country 
like 'ours, where the majority rules, vox populi vox Dei is the. ac- 
cepted theory of civil polity. And, let us remember, that some of. the 
people's mistakes have turned out to be the highest wisdom. Also, 
if the people err, so have the wisest statesmen the world has .ever 
known. And, besides, itvis their privilege to be wrong. Neverthe- 
less, we can all sit down toturkey this Thanksgiving with an abid- 
ing sense of the goodness of Providence to the family of Uncle Sam.

525, of which 99,070,436 are illiterate. Of students, who have con- 
stituted the leading factor in the movement^or enlargement of pop- 
ular rights, there are 104,321 in universities and the higher institu- 
tions of learning, 99,948 in secondary, schools, 1,072,977 in primary 
schools and 77,441 in military schools. 
The number of peasants is 


98,896,648, who constitute the great bulk of the tillers' of the soil, and 
live in communities, cultivating the land in common instead of by 
families, and being chiefly renters. 
The number of territory nobles 


is 1,220,103, and of personal nobles and officials 620,119. Of priests 
and ministers of all denominations there are 588,947. Dwellers of 
the humbler classes in cities number 13,386,392, and merchants 281,- 
179. 
The remainder of the population, constituting about 11,000,- 


000, is made up of Cossacks, nomads and semi-barbarous inhabitants. 
There are sixty-five provinces in Russia proper, besides the follow- 
ing others, ruled by the Czar, with numerous subdivisions: Poland, 
Finland, the Caucasus, Siberia, Central Asia 
and Turkestan.—

At. the meeting of the Central Labor 


Council Monday evening, the. folio-wing 
delegates were admitted: J. F. Ahlberg 
from the Tailors; C. W. Petry from the 
Woman's Label League; and John A. 
Parrott from the Printing Pressmen, 


A number of communications were re- 


ceived and acted upon. One was from 
the XBoard of Home Missions of 
the 


Presbyterian Church of the United States, 
Department of Church and Labor. 163 
La Salle street. Chicago, 111., Charles 
Stelzel, In charge, asking for copies of all 
the labor papers^and publications issued 
here, which was complied with. 


The fact that the church had a depart- 
ment devoted to investigation and per- 
haps action of labor matters was con- 
sidered a striking and notable one. Ac- 
companying the letter, and as a showing 
of good faith was a little pamphlet con- 
taining the opinions of labor papers and 
"labor" leaders on the matter. Among 
the opinions quoted' were the following 
from President Gompers of the A. F. of L, 
"A few months ago the OeneraJ Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church declared 
Its purpose to make a systematic study 
of the entire labor question and the in- 
dustrial problem, ana directed that com- 
mittees in every locality should appoint i 
a board of experts for the purpose of 
informing the churches with respect of 
the alms of organized' labor, as well as 
to ask for the Inauguration of a plan to 
establish fraternal relations with work- 
ing men In their organizations. 
Our 
newspapers and magrazines devote col- 
umns in the presentation of 'labor news, 
anc? dissertations on the 
rights 
and 
claims of organized labor; but It Is a 
hopeful sign, brimful of opportunities and 
possibilities, when this most potent sub- 
ject in all Its ramifications IB being In- 
vestigated and discussed. 
The greatest 
flanfrer to the tollers of our country 
would1 be, should little or no thought be 
given to the great problems and prin- 
ciples In which they are TO much. In- 
terested. Investigation and discussion can 
only aid In the triumph of tho great 
cause of labor—the cause of human- 
ity." 
And the Union Labor News of Los 


Anprelea sayn: 
"Organized labor appre- 
ciates..^ effort being made by this con- 
servative orthodox church, which Is earn- 
est and thormighlv honest In Its methods 
and aims.

THEY ARE NOT ENTITLED 


TO IT. 


SACRAMENTO, 
November 7.—Ad- 


jutant General J. B. Lauck gave the 
following statement to the Associated 
Press today.: 


"An erroneous Impression is current 


that officers and enlisted men of Cali- 
fornia military organizations In the 
Spanish-American war are entitled to 
pay at the rate of {2 per day from 
date of enlistment to date of muster 
out. As a result of this misunder- 
standing on the* part of a great many 
California volunteers In the Spanish- 
American war the Adjutant General's 
office Is being almost flooded with ap- 
plications for money that the appli- 
cants are. in no way entitled to. 


'Volunteers who were members of 


the National Guard of California at 
the time of enrollment are entitled to 
the State rate of $2 a day from date 
of enrollment to date of muster Into 
the volunteer army, or rejection by 
medical examiner, and not from date 
of enlistment to date of muster out. 


"Already 2560 claims for back pay 


have been paid on the flrst Installment 
of claims allowed, and there are now 
approximately 1500 applications on file 
in the Adjutant General's office In this 
city which will be forwarded to the 
War Department for settlement." 


Adjutant General Lauck Is doing all 


In his power to 
Induce legitimate 


claimants to send In their claims at 
once. As the claims must be filed with 
the "War Department at Washington 
by the let of January, 1906, no claim 
received by Adjutant Oeneral Lauck j 
can be considered later than the 25th 
of the present month.
